denly deprived of the one thing that 
has given them hope and strength to 
survive the awful time that followed 
the war. There is to be no more im- 
migration into Palestine, or, at least, 
immigration is to be restricted even 
further. That this will have the in- 
evitable effect that the Jews of east- 
ern Europe are driven to communism, 
their only alternative is, of course, 
not the business of Britain. But it’s 
the business of Poland and Hungary 
and Lithuania and Rumania, _ also 
members of the league, in whose name 
Britain administers Palestine. No sen- 
sible man traveling in Europe today 
can deny, unless he is afflicted by a 
blind optimism, that unrest and dis- 
quietude are growing each day. No 
Pole, Rumanian, Russian or German 
believes things will stay as they are. 
People quietly hope that a new and 
greater cataclysm may be averted, For 
they know it will mean the end of 
civilization. But their hope grows 
less. East European Jewry, deprived 
of its vision and hope of salvation, 
is adding materially to the general 
malaise in Europe.

America’s greatest and most costly mistake consists in trying to 


teach the old dog new tricks. 


The potter’s failure to shape his ware while the clay is soft accounts 
for every problem that now baffles and dismays our civilization. 

There are people doomed by nature to burden and torment society. 

Generations of disease and vice and imbecility have brought them so 
near the level of beasts that no course of training could make them good 


citizens. 


There is another class whose members inherit fine traditions, keen 
minds and pride of caste, and these absorb from their environment a 
standard of ethics and a taste for decency that keep them clean without 


the aid of law or public opinion. 


One class is beyond redemption, the other beyond need of assistance. 
But neither class is large, and between the two is the great mass of 
common people—perhaps 90 per cent of the population—whose char- 
acter and destiny are determined by circumstance. | 
Children of this class, normal in mind and body, are putty in the 


hands of their trainers. 


An orphan boy, adopted by people who give him the best of ethical 
and academic training, becomes a great and good man; while his twin 
and equal, adopted by stupid and dishonest people and denied opportuni- 
ty to develop his possibilities, becomes a rogue or a nobody. 

In short, the children of this great, normal, average middle class can 
be transformed into industrious, intelligent and honorable citizens who 
will demand and then obey sane and righteous laws. 

Why, then, do so many of them develop into sorry citizens whose 
ignorance, narrow prejudice, vice, folly and crime retard civilization? 

Because their parents, themselves improperly trained, have neither 
the sense of duty nor the skill required to train children well. 

Here, then, is government’s greatest opportunity and greatest ob- 


ligation. 


Has government any higher duty than that of developing its future 


citizens? 


Can government find any task more profitable t’:an that of trans- 
forming into good citizens those who might become bad citizens? 
Government spends millions to teach farmers how to improve and 


care for their livestock. 


Is the business of training children less important? 

Why spénd millions to punish and “redeem” men when it would cost 
much less to develop decent citizens who won’t need redemption? 

Why depend on laws and police and courts to protect society from 
enemies when it is easier and cheaper to transform potential enemies 


into friends?

‘That 
standard, he argued, was a “perfectly 
safe one” even when such elements 
as American food supplies, British 
naval bases and lines of communica- 
tion were taken into consideration. 

Beginning a comparison of the 
British and American fleets, the sec- 
retary contrasted the differences be- 
tween the two navies in battleships 
under the Washington agreement of 
1922. He said that England was 
allowed 20 battleships amd America 
18, with an excess tonnage in favor 
of Great Britain of 183,000 tons. This 
would not have been squared up under 
that pact until 1944, he added. 

Mr. Stimson was not enthusiastic 
about the Washington treaty, which 
he said provided equality only in cate- 
gories of ships in which this country 
did the sacrificing. However, he be- 
lieved that the Washington confer- 
ence had given “momentum” to the 


cause of disarmament and he believed 
‘the London conference would add to 


that momentum. 

“More important than reduction,” 
he said, “is the influence of such 
treaties on the will to peace. It is 
a beneficent circle working from 
limitations to confidence and from 
confidence back to further limita- 
tions.” 

Chairman Hale, of the senate naval 
committee, who also has called hear- 
ings on the pact, intends to wait until 
Secretary Adams has appeared before 
the committee before opening his 
sessions,
